Jesse Washburn's first wife, Silence Washburn, dicd sbout 1770. His second wife is 
said to heave been the daughter of John Rhodes, who lived at the confluence of Liz- 
ard Creek and the Lehigh River. Jesse Washburn dicd between 1800 and 1810 and 
buricd at Kunkletown, Pennsylvania. The descent of Jesse from John (1) Washburn 
has not been clearly established; but that of his wife, Silence (Washburn) Wrshburn 
is as follows: Silence (5), Josiah (4), John (3), John (2), John (1). Silence is 
also - descendant of two Moyflowcr Pilgrims, Thomes Rogers and Frencis Cooke.

Jacob Andreas was thrice married. His first wife was Sarah Washburn, sister of 
Thankful Washburn, wife of his brother, Peter. She died February 23, 1803, aged 
forty years, and is buried at Ben Salem Church. His second wife was Maria Drissel, 
who died Merch 14, 1817, aged fifty-one years, and is buried at St. Peul'ts (Indian- 
land), Cherryville, Pennsylvenia. The Christian name of his third wife was Elize- 
beth. She outlived her husband, Jacob Andreas died May 5, 1335 and is buried at 
St. Paul's.

Note:- This is a copy of the old record book of "The Utica Cemetery Assocfation" 

of Utica, Macomb County, Michigan, The records are in a small worn notebook now 

in the possession of E. John Andrus of Utica, The first entry is "June 4, 1864", 
There were many burials in the cemetery prior tc this, with dates on the stones be- 
fore 1840. These early graves were in a small section in the front center of the 
present grounds and has long been called "The 01d Half Acre". With the interest 
aroused by the Civil War, whose returning veterans were well acquainted with the 
need for a well organized burial place, the Association was formed and was well 
supported by residents of Utica village and vicinity, both to provide for the future 
and to safeguard old established family vlots. 

It may be noted that the men whose nemes ere contained in the front pages of the 
records were the most active and prominent in the community at the time. 

The names entered under date of 1864, and most of the others to 1870, are written 

in a clear hand, neatly spaced, The rest sre in a very poor handwriting, and some 
are almost impossible to docipher, Very evidently the namcs of lot buyors of 

German dcscent were centered by = clerk who was unfamiliar with the correct spclling, 
and the names wore writtcn as they sounded to him. In some cases the names can be 
identificd by the copyist's porsonal knowledge of local pronunciations,

THE DRESSER FAMILY OF CHESANING, MICHIGAN

JOHN DRESSER, the immigrant, was an early settler of Rowley, Massachusetts. The cx- 
act date of his arrival is unknown, but he had 1-1/2 acres on Bradford Street in 
Rowley in 1643. He was a shoemaker by trade. His will is dated March 5, 1671/2, and 
there is a record of his burial in Rowlcy, April 19, 1672. He married Mary ----,
